SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertising material Robinson Revival is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video advertising material consists of a black and white double sided sheet of 
paper which is A4 sized. It advertises seven sexually explicit video recordings. In 
doing so, it presents photographic reproductions of video slicks explicitly depicting 
sexual activity and text describing sexual activity in explicit terms using colloquial and 
offensive language. 

Some text describes children and young persons engaging in sexual activity, implying 
this will feature in some of the advertised video recordings. This text emphasises the 
under developed bodies and sexual inexperience of the children and young persons 
described. There is also a photograph of a woman, who appears to be a young 
person, engaging in sexual activity. The text, in combination with the photograph, 
promotes the sexual characteristics of young persons to an adult audience. Children 
and young persons are described as finding sexual activity arousing, including sexual 
activity with older people. The reader is encouraged to be sexually aroused by 
children and young persons who are implicitly presented as desirable, viable and 
legitimate sexual partners for adults. The effect of this photograph and text is such 
that the publication promotes and supports the sexual exploitation of children and 
young persons as outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

There is also a photograph of a woman urinating into a man’s mouth and text 
describing a woman urinating over a man’s face and body in the course of sexual 
activity. Urination over people in the course of sexual activity is presented as an 
enjoyable and arousing activity. The effect of this photograph and text is such that the 
publication tends to promote and support use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct as outlined under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. 

Because s3(2) is a deeming provision, it is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms 
contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and overrides that section. 
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
